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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -37 remain for examination. The correspondence filed 9/25/06 amended 
claims 1,19, 25, 26, and 31. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -24 and 26-37 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection(s) of those claims has been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 25 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. With respect to the arguments made on 
page 12 of the amendment, it is further noted that claim 25 fails to recite any use of 
WAP, WTLS, or any wireless technology; and as such, those arguments do not apply to 
that rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lincke 
et al. (U.S. Patent 6,253,326) in view of "IP Encapsulating Secuirty Payload" (herinafter, 
RFC2406). 
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Regarding claim 25: 

Lincke discloses a method by which a terminal can access a server, said method 
comprising the steps of: 

said terminal sending a request for said server to a gateway, wherein security 
utilized between said terminal and said gateway is based on a first security protocol, 
said first security protocol including an encryption (col. 83, lines 59-67); 

securing said server with a second security protocol, said second security 
protocol also including an encryption (col. 83, lines 1-10; col. 91, lines 50-60); 

converting between said first and second security protocol in a secured domain 
of said server administrated by a administrator or in said gateway (col. 91 , lines 50-60). 

Lincke does not disclose wherein "encrypted packets sent by said terminal are 
routed by said gateway to said secured domain without said gateway decrypting all of 
the packets during a session." However, RFC2406 discloses a related system for a 
device to send data to a server in a manner where end-to-end encryption is realized 
through the use of gateways that convert the packets from one protocol with an 
encryption to another protocol with another encryption, without decrypting any portion of 
the encrypted data; rather, the data is re-encrypted ["encapsulated"] (e.g. see pages 7- 
9). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to include the functionality of RFC2406 into the system disclosed by Lincke. 
The motivation for doing so would be to ensure confidentiality of transmitted data and 
prevent replay attacks (RFC 2406, page 2, bottom paragraph).
